ou don't have to be an air stewardess to be an 
angel—but you have to be an angel to be an 


air stewardess at Ohio State University. 


The angels at Ohio State are the members 


(about 50 in number, all coeds) of "Angel Flight," 
a service organization sponsored by the campus 
Air Force ROTC cadets. 


The girls are stewardesses on the two DC-3 


planes operated by the university. The planes are 
used to shuttle university executives and the 
athletic teams around the country for scheduled 
appearances. The football team is an exception. 
It travels by commercial charter because of the 
number of players and personnel involved. 


It's a whirl-wind life for the girls who serve as 


stewardesses. They get to know a lot of people, 
and see a great many events and places. They take 
the constant movement in their stride. They are 
given good accommodations, free meals and free 
entry to most sporting events. 


Perhaps the toughest part of the job is returning 


to Columbus with a team which has suffered de- 
feat. "It's a dramatic change," says an Angel. "The 
guys are talkative and jovial and hungry on the 
way to a game. They usually sleep more and eat 
less after a lost game." 


The Angel Flight girls must have a 2.25 grade 


average or better to qualify for flight duty. There 
is no regulation concerning height or hair style, 
but they must have their parents' consent. 


They are trained in Hight procedure and first 


aid. Hostess skills are taught at weekly evening 
sessions by an airline representative at Ohio State. 
The Angel Flight is well known for its outstanding 
coed drill team; formation practice and competi- 
tions keep the girls' feet well on the ground, be- 
tween their alternating spells of duty as steward- 
esses. 


This is all in addition to normal school work. 


Some girls continue in careers with commercial 
airlines, so Angel training can be a very practical 
part of the college experience. And, anyway, an 
Angel can always feel proud of being more of a 
"high flier" than most of her fellow students— 
literally.

cense-holders who pay $3 a year 
for the radios in their cars and 
homes. The corporation, which 
carries no advertising, predict- 
ed it would be losing $10.8 mil- 
lion a year by 1974 if it did not 
raise license fees or cut costs.

The many technical and 


scientific 
developments 
of 


recent years have created a 
growing demand for writers 
skilled in interpreting these 
developments. The technical 
writer organizes, writes and 
edits material about science 
and technology into a form 
most 
useful 
to those who 


need to use it — whether it 
be a technician or repair- 
man, a scientist or engineer, 
an executive or a housewife. 


Their writing product can 


take many forms, such as 
publicity releases on a com- 
pany's scientific or technical 
achievement; 
articles 
for 


scientific 
publications; 
or 


even preparation of technical 
manuals for use in an indus- 
try. 


There w e r e about 30,000 


technical writers and editors 
employed in 1967, most re- 
cent year of record, and 
many of them were located 
in the electronics and aero- 
space industries. 


Well-qualified 
and 
expe- 


rienced technical writers are 
expected to f i n d excellent 
employment o p p o r t u n i- 
tles through the 1970s. 
He- 


ginners who have good writ- 
ing ability and appropriate 
education also should 
find 


m a n y 
opportunities. The 


greatest demand 
probably 


will be for technical writers 
with backgrounds in elec- 
tronics and communications, 
particularly in research and 
development. 


The employment of techni- 


cal writers is expected to in- 
crease 
moderately 
during 


the 1970s because of the need 
to put the increasing volume 
of scientific and technical in- 
formation into language that 
can be understood by

nical writers with bachelors' 
degrees were hired In pri- 
vate Industry at starting sal- 
aries ranging from $5.000 to 
$7,000 a year; those with 
moderate experience earned 
from $7,000 to $10,000 a year; 
highly experienced writers 
earned from $11,000 to $15,- 
000, and those in supervisory 
and management positions 
up to $20,000. 


In the federal government 


in early 1967, inexperienced 
technical w r i t e r s with a 
bachelor's degree and credit 
for about five s c i e n c e 
courses could start at either 
$5,331 or $6,451 a year, de- 
pending on their college rec- 
ords. Those with two years 
experience could begin at 
$7,696. With three years' ex- 
perience, they could start at 
$9,221 or $10,927 a year, de- 
pending on the caliber of the 
experience. 


Technical writers usually 


work the standard 40-hour 
week, but they may work 
under considerable pressure, 
frequently working overtime 
when a deadline has to be 
met on a publication or re- 
port. 


Some employers prefer ap- 


plicants with degrees in en- 
gineering or 
science who 


have had courses in writing. 
Others seek graduates with 
majors in English or jour- 
nalism who have taken some 
courses 
in 
scientific 
and 


technical subjects. All em- 
ployers place great emphasis 
on writing skills. 


Few schools offer formal 


undergraduate p r o g r a m s 
leading to a bachelor's de- 
gree in technical writing or 
technical journalism. 
How- 


over, about 170 colleges and 
universities provide 
profes- 


sional education leading to 
a bachelor's degree in jour- 
nalism. Most of these offer 
at least one course in tech- 
nical 
writing 
or technical 


journalism as part of the 
regular curriculum. 


Heginners often assist ex- 


perienced technical writers 
by doing library research, 
by editing, and by preparing 
drafts of portions of reports. 
Experienced writers in or- 
ganizations with large tech- 
nical writing staffs may be- 
come technical editors

progress to supervisory and 
administrative p o s i t i o n s. 
After gaining experience and 
contacts, a few may open 
their own job shops.

T h e number of 
women so affected is so in- 
significant that rarely, if 
ever, is any type of surgery, 
either dental 
or 
general, 


postponed because of it.

struation are highly indivi- 
dual. If you are one of those 
women 
who have 
special 


problems, this 
should be 


communicated to your den- 
tist. 


For instance, if it's your 


experience that you are a 
bleeder,

"true" bleeders), a test of 
your blood can be made to 
determine your blood clot- 
ting time, and your dentist 
will treat you accordingly.

I'm sure there 
are many women who have 
never heard that having a 
tooth out at such a time can 
cause excessive bleeding.—

ANSWER: According to 


legend, some women during 
menstruation 
have an in- 


creased 
tendency 
to oral 


bleeding. The 
number of 


women so affected is so in- 
significant that 
rarely, if 


ever, is any type of surgery, 
either 
dental 
or 
general, 


postponed because of it. 


Reactions d u r i n g men- 


struation are highly indivi- 
dual. If you are one of those 
women who have 
special 


problems, 
this 
should be 


communicated to your den- 
tist. 


For instance, if it's your 


experience that you are a 
bleeder, 
(women are not 


"true" bleeders), a test of 
your blood can be made to 
determine your blood clot- 
ting time, and your dentist 
will treat you accordingly.

n the statement of President 
Agusttn E. Edwards of the 
Inter-American Press Asso- 


ciation on Freedom of The Press 
Day on Saturday, timely and 
thought-provoking emphasis was 
given to the never-ending battle 
for free access to Information 
In all the countries of the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 


In addition to a stern denun- 


ciation of such governments as 
Cuba's where the civil rights of 
the people are trampled under 
foot and there Is no press free- 
dom at all, President Edwards 
points out that it Is the duty of 
the members of the 1,000 news- 
papers In the LA PA to keep alive 
an awareness of the need for 
press freedom. He said: 


"We must strive to make this 


right so evident, so publicly 
sacred, that the governments of 
our hemisphere will touch It 
only at the cost of outraging all 
public feeling." He further chal- 
lenged the membership to scru- 
tinize the purity of Its motives 
and the honesty of its actions In 
serving all the people's Inter- 
ests. "We can condemn and pro- 
test only if we can demonstrate 
publicly and constantly that we 
truly serve the great function 
of transmitting accurate Inform- 
ation," Mr. Edwards declared.

Wants to Tax

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has decided tentatively 
that federal subsidies should be 
offered to encourage state and 
municipal governments to fi- 
nance improvements with bonds 
which carry taxable interest. 


But the plan would allow the 


states and municipalities the op- 
tion of using their traditional 
method of low-interest, tax-free 
bonds if they so desired. 


In a move destined to draw 


opposition

bankers, public power associa- 
tions, and state and local gov- 
ernment officials, the commit- 
tee opened the door for the first 
time to federal taxation of inter- 
est on the development bonds. 


Chairman Wilbur Mills was 


expected to make the commit- 
tee's action official today in an- 
nouncing progress made toward 
a tax reform package which he 
hopes to deliver to the House by 
Aug. 13.

Al Ullman, D-Ore,, is 


sponsor of the bond subsidy plan 
to compensate the states and 
municipalities with a subsidy 
for paying higher interest rates 
which would be required for 
bonds with taxable Interest, 


Ullman, In announcing the 


committee's action Thursday, 
said he thinks there's something

The National Federation Story 


is one of working women seek- 
ing and taking responsibility 
for their particular views and 
their consequent actions.

ness and professional women was 
the out-growth of a YWCA con- 
ference at New York in May, 
1918, called to consider ways 
for women to assist in the war 
effort. It was the first real at- 
tempt to organize all the busi- 
ness women in the United States. 
The YWCA report said, "The 
power which might be generated 
from such an organization. ... 
no one can estimate." 


Of the many capable, vital, 


and influential women who help- 
ed to organize the business and 
professional women In our coun- 
try, one name returns again 
and again — Lena Made sin Phil- 
lips of Nicholasville, Ky., a law- 
yer in private practice who fol- 
lowed in the career footsteps of 
her father, a judge, She had a 
leading role In the life of the 
National Federation and was de- 
scribed as "Us master dream- 
er-builder." She demurred at 
Informal queries about her a- 
vailability for nomination as the 
first president, but she did ac- 
cept the position of executive 
secretary of the organization. 
Later, she became its fifth presi- 
dent (1926-29). She is credited 
with founding the International 
Federation of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women in 1930, an 
organization now encompassing a 
total of 40 countries. 


Employed women formally be- 


gan in 1919 to let the nation 
know they expected others to 
believe in them because they 
believed 
in themselves, The 


clarion call ringing loudest was 
for equal opportunity, equal pay 
and equal treatment for work- 
ing women. Yet equally promi- 
nent was the call for understand- 
ing and acceptance of the respon- 
sibilities of working women. 


Before the delegates left St. 


Louis, they had charted a cour- 
se of great activity for them- 
selves and their fellow mem- 
bers. Annual dues, not without 
some wrangling, had been set at 
25 cents per capita. A nuir.'-er 


of standing committees had been 
established, 
notably for re- 


search, membership and legis- 
lation. 


Their legacy of responsible 


business womanhood will be re- 
membered on the National Feder- 
ation's Golden Anniversary Day, 
July 16, 1969, in communities 
throughout the country. Those 
observances and the National 
Federation's Golden Anniver- 
sary Convention in St. Louis on 
July 20-24, 1969, will be far more 
than a sentimental evocation of 
the time and place of the group's 
beginning. Amid due ceremony, 
Jbpth will comprise a rededka- 
tion of the National Federation, 
for the next half century, to its 
continuing goal of advancing the 
Interest of the country's work- 
ing women. 
Nixon Turns 
fo Senate 
for Support 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


buffed by a House subcommit- 
tee, the Nixon administration 
turned to the Senate today for 
support of a nationwide voting 
rights law to replace a 1965 act 
limited to southern states.

where the administration bill is 
regarded as having a slight 
edge. 


A House Judiciary subcom- 


mittee approved Thursday, by 
what Chairman Emanuel Celler, 
D-N.Y., called an overwhelming 
voice vote, a bill to extend the 
1965 Voting Rights Act for five 
years beyond Aug. 6,1970. 


The administration's proposal 


for a new law was not even put 
up for a vote. The full House Ju- 
diciary Committee is expected 
to approve the extension bill 
next week, 


But In the Senate subcommit- 


tee headed by Sen, Sam J. Er- 
vin Jr., D-N.C,, backers of an 
extension of the present law 
concede their chances are dim, 
They figure they can count on 
the votes of only three of the 
eight members, 


Already there is talk of trying 


to bypass the Judiciary Corn- 
mlttee and bring the House bill 
directly before the Senate- 
strategy that has been used in 
the past to enact civil rights leg» 
islation, 


The administration bill, like 


the 1965 act, would ban the use 
of voter literacy tests and au- 
thorize use of federal registrars, 
but it would apply to all 50 
states instead of just six south* 
ern states and part of a seventh.

Jim Bruton, former superin- 


tendent of the Tucker Prison 
Farm unit of the state peniten- 
tiary, was named in 19 of the 39 
indictments that charged for- 
mer 
employes 
and trusty 


guards with brutality at Tucker 
from 1964 through 1966. 


Bruton was charged with pun- 


ishing inmates or causing them 
to be punished by electrical 
shocks, whippings with a leath- 
er strap and the use of such ob- 
jects as pliers and hypodermic 
needles. 


The other indictments were 


against prison employes, other 
former employes 
or trusty 


guards in the state penitentiary 
and at penal farms in Pulaski 
and Mississippi counties. 


Gary L. Haydls, former as- 


sistant superintendent of Cum- 
mins Prison Farm, and two 
Cummins employes, 
Lawrence 


E. Hudson and G. W. Thomp- 
son, were indicted as a result of 
an incident last Oct. 14 in which 
guards fired birdshot into about 
100 inmates who refused to stop 
a sit-down strike. Twenty-four 
convicts were wounded. 


Cummins, which with Tucker 


forms the state penitentiary, 
was the site of the discovery 
earlier in 1968 of three skeletons 
in unmarked graves. Inmates 
and former Prison Supt. Thom- 
as 0. Murton claimed that they, 
were the skeletons of murdered 
convicts, but* a>patholdgist later 
said the three probably died of 
natural causes. 


Gov. Winthrop

told a news conference after the 
announcement of the grand Jury 
action: "I am really very 
pleased that at the end of 30 
months of my administration 
and after some persisent ef- 
forts on our part to get some ac- 
tion taken, federal authorities 
have seen fit to issue some in- 
dictments."

Bruton resigned as Tucker su-

state court with execessive pun- 
ishment of inmates, but the Ar- 
kansas law on which the charge 
was based was declared uncon- 
stitutional and the charge was 
dropped.

1951: A Rookie named Mays 


Considering Leo Durocher now, still zestful, still ready 


to chew the head off a myopic umpire or an indolent out- 
fielder, still rent with ambivalences and contradictions, 
soon to be married for the fourth time, it is hard to con- 
ceive that the Cubs' manager was the starting shortstop 
on the 1928 and 1929 Yankees of Babe Ruth and Lou Geh- 
rig and the All-Star shortstop with the "Gashouse Gang 
St. Louis Cardinals of the Dean Brothers and Ducky Med- 
wick and Pepper Martin. 


It was Durocher who in 1928 asked Yankee general man- 


ager Ed Barrow for an advance—and a raise, from $7,000 
to $10,000. Barrow said no to both requests. "Go kiss your- 
self," Durocher advised. The next morning he noticed in 
the paper that he had been traded to Cincinnati. 


The remark was the first of Durocher's several contri- 


butions to the English language. Others include "Nice 
guys finish last" and "Stick it in his ear." 


Opinions about Leo have always been varied. Branch 


Rickey once said that Leo has the capacity "for making 
a bad situation worse." While Leo's mother once re- 
marked, "I tell you mister, if my Leo fell in the Connecti- 
cut River, he wouldn't get wet." 


There is little denying, however, that he has been a 


successful manager, one of the finest in baseball history. 
In 21 years, he has finished in the second division only six 
times, has won three pennants and one World Series. 


Coming to Chicago after the 1965 season, Durocher was 


given broad powers by the club hierarchy to mold the woe- 
ful Cubs into "my kind of team." The kind of team, for 
example, that he developed in New York when he turned 
away slugging players who ran like brontosauri and stuck 
with'scrappers like Alvin Dark and Eddie Stanky. 


Among Durocher's accomplishments with personnel in 


Chicago have included making Don Kessinger into a take- 
charge shortstop a la mode of Peewee Reese; convincing 
Ferguson Jenkins that he should be a starter instead of a 
reliever- instructing second baseman Glenn Beckert to hit 
behind the runner; deciding, finally, that Ernie Banks

"This is not an eighth place club." he 
said right off. He was right. In 1966. Leo led them to 10th 
place. 


This was not the first time Leo had opened his ample 
nJuth and nearly swallowed his foot, spikes and all But 
he Cubs ran third the next two seasons, and it was not the 
first time that Diirocher took a war-worn team and trans- 
formed it into a winner. 


In 1939 Leo became manager, for the first time, of the 


Rrnnlclvn Dodeers The Dodgers had finished in the second 
division the p?evous six seasons. Their last pennant was 
in 1920 The? finished third in 1939, second the following 
season 'and were National League champs in 1941. 


In July of 1948, Branch Rickey was unhappy with the 


slumping Dodgers and with Durocher. whom he felt was 
nor •absorbed enough" in baseball. Durocher had sat out 
The year before when Happy Chandler, then commissioner 
of baseball had suspended Durocher for acts "detrimental 
fo basebal "-which included associations with supposedly 
unsavory characters. His marriage to actress Laraine Day 
had been stormy and came under criticism of he Catholic 
Church (The Dodgers, by the way, had won he pennant 
in 194?' under Burl Shotton, Durocher's interim replace- 
ment.) 


So Rickey concocted a deal with New York Giant owner 


Horace Stoneham to take Leo off his hands. And the Giants. 
who hadn't a pennant since 1937 won in 951 That was ho 
year of "The Miracle of Coogan's Bluff." The Giants, 1,1V* 
games behind league-leading Brooklyn in mid-August, won 
36 of their final 43 games, including two o three playoff 
games against the Dodgers, climaxed by Bobby Thomp- 
son's now legendary home run. 


Three years later, the Giants beat the Cleveland Indians 


in the World Series, four games to none. Injuries, aging 
bones and mediocre play by yesterday's heroes dropped 
the Giants to third in 1955. Leo retired from baseball after 
that to go into television. He returned in 1961 as coach of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, staying through 1964. He again 
was out of the game in 1965. 


But baseball had been Leo's whole life. He had to come 


back.

1951 Mays came up with the Giants and got only one hit 
-a 'homer—in his first 31 times at bat. Every day Leo 
would go by his locker, saying things like "Don t worry, 
Willie If you go O-for-50 you're still my centerfielder. 
You're the greatest, and don't ever forget it." Soon, Mays 
developed the confidence in himself that his manager had 
in him. 


"It seems," said Cub coach Joe Amalfitano, "that when 


Leo tells you to do something, you feel that at that mo- 
ment you "are the most important man in the world and 
the most qualified to do that job. 


"I remember Opening Day this year. It was an extra 


inning game We needed a left-handed pinch hitter and 
Leo got up and walked down the bench. He stopped in 
front of Willie Smith and Al Spangler. He slowly raised a 
finger like he still wasn't sure, then he stuck it at Smith 
and said, in that positive voice, 'I want you, Willie. I know 
you can hit this guy.' Smith homered to win the game. 


Dick Selma, the fourth starting pitcher, said, "One of 


his greatest assets is he makes the second-stringers happy. 
It's because everyone on the club knows where he stands. 
Here look at the"schedule." Selma pointed at a calendar- 
schedule taped to his locker top. "Ferguson pitches this 
day, Holtzman this, Hands this. Off day. Then Fergie. 
Kennv, Hands again. Then, here, this day, I pitch. Leo 
never told me the arrangement, but somehow I know it II 
be that way." 


"Some players," said Billy Williams, "think he is in- 


spirational. For me, and for Ron Santo and Ernie Banks, 
we don't need any kind of inspirational leadership. We're 
professionals. We've always wanted to win. Even when 
the team was losing in those bad years. But one thing 
that does impress us is his record. Leo's a winner." 


Bill Hands said, "All the players feel that Leo always 


has a reason for what he does. It's just his way. You al- 
ways feel he's in complete control of the situation." 


Leo demands full hustle from his players. When he 


doesn't get it, as he didn't with temperamental outfielder 
Adolfo Phillips, the players feel the lash of Durocher's 
wrath. 


In 1946 Durocher's Dodgers lost the pennant to the 


Cardinals in a playoff. "We lost one game early in tin- 
season because one player, a fast base runner, did not 
put out in running to second and killed a rally," said Cub 
coach Pete Reiser. "Losing that one game, eventually, 
meant the pennant. Leo has never forgotten it. And he tells 
the players that every play could mean the difference in 
a close pennant race. 


"And vou feel YOU want to do a job for him. If you don't, 


you know you won't be around very long."
